PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hebburn  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work  in 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1960. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report; 
there  are,  however,  certain  features  on  which  I would  like  to  comment. 

On  page  14  will  be  found  a summary  of  the  principal  statistics  of 
the  United  Districts  of  J arrow,  Hebburn,  Felling  and  Boldon  of  which 
I am  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  total  population  shown  as  107,000 
is  based  on  the  Registrar  General’s  latest  estimates;  provisional  1961 
census  figures,  although  these  show  no  substantial  change  in  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Urban  District,  indicate  that  the  total  population  of  the 
United  Districts  is  now  approximately  111,000. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose  during  the  year  by  120 
to  24,290;  the  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  291. 
The  birth  rate  fell  to  22.4  compared  with  23.3  in  1959;  the  standardised 
birth  rate  (i.e.  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population) 
was  19.9  which  was  substantially  in  excess  of  the  figure  of  17.1  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  nearly  doubled  at  27.5  compared  with 
14.2  in  the  previous  year;  the  latter  figure  was,  however,  the  lowest 
ever  recorded.  The  increased  infant  mortality  rate  during  1960  was 
largely  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  resulting 
from  Prematurity  ; this  rate  was  slightly  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  which  was  the  lowest  national  rate  on  record. 

The  death  rate  of  10.5  shows  a decrease  compared  with  11.6  for  the 
previous  year  and  the  standardised  death  rate  again  exceeds  that  for 
England  and  Wales.  Heart  disease  and  cancer  continue  to  be  the  most 
important  causes  of  death  and  are  responsible  for  almost  50  per  cent  of 
the  mortality.  The  relentless  and  anticipated  advance  of  the  epidemic 
of  lung  cancer  continues,  having  caused  13  deaths  in  1960  compared 


with  10  during-  the  previous  year.  This  disease,  which  is  much  more 
prevalent  in  men,  was  responsible  for  approximately  one-third  of  the 
male  cancer  deaths  during-  the  year.  Although  the  association  of  cigar- 
ette smoking  and  lung  cancer  is  well  established,  publicity  of  this  fact 
is  unpopular  and  can  have  little  hope  of  success  in  competition  with  the 
vast  and  expensive  advertising  programmes  of  the  cigarette  manufac- 
turers which,  alas,  are  largely  directed  at  the  young. 

In  the  environmental  sphere,  atmospheric  pollution  continues  to  be 
an  important  problem.  During  the  year  1980,  more  than  600  tons  of 
solid  deposit  fell  on  the  2.6  square  miles  of  the  Urban  District.  In  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959,  I was  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that 
the  Council  had  agreed  to  proposals  which  would  ensure  the  entire 
Urban  District  becoming  smokeless  within  the  next  10  years.  In  accord- 
ance with,  the  phased  programme  for  establishing  smoke  control  areas 
under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  Hebburn  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  1 came 
into  operation  on  1st  September,  1960.  Further  details  of  this  and 
future  plans  will  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report 
on  page  30. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Council,  other  Officials  and  my  staff  in  the  Health  Department.

B.  PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL. 

1.  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Urban  District  of  Hebburn  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape.  Its 
West  and  North  boundaries  are  formed  by  the  bend  of  the  River  Tyne. 
In  the  East,  Hebburn  and  Jarrow  have  a common  boundary  running 
approximately  north  and  south  from  the  river.  The  Southern  limit  of 
the  Urban  District  is  contiguous  with  Boldon  Urban  District,  the  eastern 
half  of  which  follows  the  line  of  the  Newcastle-Sunderland  main  line 
Railway. 

The  Newcastle-South  Shields  Electric  Railway  runs  through  the 
District  parallel  to  the  course  of  the  River  Tyne  enclosing  the  Ship- 
building and  repair  yards,  a large  Electric  Gear  and  other  works.  Other 
Industries  in  the  area  include  Engineering,  Chemical,  and  Paint  Works. 
There  is  a large  Coke  Works  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Urban  District.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

An  average  of  1,480  persons  (1,020  males  and  480  females)  were 
registered  as  unemployed  throughout  the  year.  The  highest  figures 
recorded  were  1,825  males  and  581  females  on  11th  January,  and  the 
lowest  594  males  and  397  females  on  12th  September. 

Variations  in  the  level  of  activity  in  the  shiprepairing  yards  largely 
account  for  the  fluctuations  in  the  number  of  men  unemployed.  In  1960, 
however,  the  figures  for  both  men  and  women  were  influenced  by  short 
time  working  in  local  engineering  factories  and  if  these  numbers  are 
disregarded  the  average  of  1,370  unemployed  compares  favourably  with 
the  previous  year’s  figure  of  1,455- 
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REGISTERED  DISABLED  PERSONS.

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SECTION  F. 

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  eases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  1960  was 
only  86  compated  with  710  during  the  previous  year.  This  dramatic 
decrease  was  largely  accounted  for  by  the  substantial  drop  of  551  in 
Measles  notifications.  There  was  also  a marked  decrease  in  the  incidence 
of  Whooping  Cough  with  only  11  cases  compared  with  76  in  1959. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a continuing  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

MEASLES. 

The  usual  biennial  epidemic  pattern  was  maintained  and,  as 
expected,  there  were  few — only  11 — notifications  of  Measles  during  the 
year  1960.  Most  of  these  cases  occurred  in  December,  1960,  and  proved 
to  be  a forerunner  of  a substantial  epidemic  occurring  during  the  first 
few  months  of  1961. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Only  11  cases  were  notified  during  I960  compared  with  76  during 
the  previous  year.  This  low  incidence  must  not,  however,  be  permitted 
to  give  rise  to  complacency  with  regard  to  immunisation  ag'ainst  this 
disease,  which  is  offered  by  both  General  Practitioners  and  Local 
Authority  Clinics.  Immunisation,  especially  of  very  young  children  in 
whom  the  disease  can  be  serious,  is  a most  important  public  health 
measure.  It  is  not  generally  realised  amongst  mothers  that  this  disease 
is  most  infectious  during  the  early  catarrhal  stage  before  the  paroxysmal 
■‘Whooping”  cough  appears,  after  which  communicability  gradually 
decreases. 

DYSENTERY. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  only  one  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified 
during  1960.  This,  however,  is  no  cause  for  complacency  as  Sonnei 
Dysentery  continues  to  be  endemic  on  Tyneside,  and  the  relatively  mild 
nature  of  the  symptoms  results  in  many  undiagnosed  cases  perpetuating 
the  infection.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  results  of  laboratory  investi- 
gations that  one  unnotified  case  of  Sonnei  Dysentery  was  identified. 
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FOOD  POISONING. 

Although  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
there  were,  in  fact,  three  small  outbreaks,  all  arising-  in  Works  Canteens. 
The  first  two  outbreaks  took  place  in  May  and  June  I960,  and  affected 
10  and  8 people  respectively;  it  was  not  found  possible  to  identify  the 
foodstuff  responsible  as  the  unconsumed  food  which  might  have  been 
affected  had  already  been  disposed  of  before  the  outbreaks  were  reported. 
The  third  outbreak,  in  November  1960,  was  reported  to  the  Health 
Department  immediately.  On  investigation,  twelve  people  were  found 
to  have  been  affected.  The  suspected  source  of  infection  was  sausage 
meat  filling  in  pasties  ; this  was  subsequently  confirmed  bacteriologically. 

The  potential  hazards  of  food  poisoning,  especially  in  catering  on  a 
large  scale,  can  not  be  too  strongly  emphasised.  Not  only  must  high 
standards  of  hygiene  be  imposed,  but  it  is  most  important  that  the  Health 
Department  be  informed  without  any  delay  of  the  occurrence,  or  even 
suspicion,  of  an  outbreak. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continued  to  decline  with 
31  cases  notified  compared  with  37  cases  during  the  previous  year.  This 
reduction  was  largely  accounted  for  by  a decrease  in  notification  amongst 
females  in  the  16-25  year  age  group. 

There  were  3 cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with 
1 case  in  1959,  the  latter  being  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  district. 
Non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  which  usually  affects  bones  and  joints,  has 
been  declining  steadily  for  several  years.  In  the  past  this  has  been 
associated  with  infected  milk,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  gradual 
elimination  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been  achieved  by 
greatly  improved  standards  in  the  purity  ol  milk.  Heat  treatment  of 
milk,  by  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation,  is  of  immense  public  health  value; 
most  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  Urban  District  is  thus  treated.  Raw 
T.T.  (Tuberculin  Tested)  milk,  although  it  offers  a certain  measure  of 
protection  against  Tuberculosis,  may  well  be  contaminated  with  other 
disease-producing  organisms.  The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Education  in  his  Annual  Report  for  the  years  1958  and  1959  states 
that  pasteurisation  “is  the  only  reasonably  sure  means  of  rendering  milk 
safe,  and  authorities  should  aim  at  giving-  all  their  schools  a fully- 
pasteurised  supply”.
